GREATER THAN LAST YEAR

If the ed 
dries off immediately after germinat- 
ing, it will not come again, as will 
other grains, consequently in dry 
districts barley has been injured. 
However, 70 per cent. of the entire 
barley crop in the west looks as 
though it would be up to standard or 
a little better. 

In the northern half of the prov- 
ince.a decided increase in the acreage 
is noted, which, together with the ad 
vanced condition of the grains, is the 
strongest indication under present 
weather conditions that the crop will 
be a record one 


Wheat High North of Calgary 


Throughout the province north of 
Calgary wheat is standing 20 to 22 
inches high on summer fallow, and 
about two inches less on spring and 
fall ploughing. But little stubble sow- 
ing was done, 

At Holden, the crops are reported 
to have grown surprisingly rapid. In 
fact, samples of wheat have been 


showing standing as high as 48 inches, 
while samples of rye stand the record 


of six feet, and nicely headed oui. 
From Vermilion comes the report 
that field after field of wheat is 


standing 25 to 37 inches high, well 

stooled, and oats 40 inches high, ready 

to burst, or ‘bursting into head. 
Never Better at Wetaskiwin 


Wetaskiwin supplies the following 
crop report: 

“The crop conditions in the district 
never looked better or more promis- 
ing, according to the opinions of the 
best farmers of tthe community. Al- 
though ‘the spring was somewhat 
backward, yet the most favorable 
weather since seeding thad promoted 
wonderful growth, and now the grain 
is fully as far advanced as it gwas 
last year at this time. With continued 
propitious weather, this district will 
have the biggest crop on record,’ 

Southern Alberta has not been as 
fortunate, In the ‘Macleod and Leth- 
bridge districts cut worm has des- 
troyed about ten per cent. of the 
crop. West of Macleod the yield 
should be about 75 per cent. of last 
year, and should run 15 to 18 bushels 
to the acre, In the immediate Leth- 
bridge district it is said that 90 per 
cent, of the crop is a failure, except 
for green feed. East of Lethbridge, 
iowards Medicine Hat, it is better, and 
should run fully 60 per cent. of the 
average <rop. On the main line of the 
C.P.R. east of Calgary, the crop on 
summer fallow will run about 10 per 
cent. better than last year, while on 
spring and fa!l ploughing it will run 
10 per cent, less, 

Throughout the province the crops 
are inclined ta be patchy, owing to 
the peculiar rainfall this year, Showers 
have been local, thereby causing dif- 
ferent degrees of growth.

The British Columbia Indians

Rev. Jchn McDougall, Pioneer Methcdist Missionary, Addresses 
Canadian Club, and Urges Justice for Indians of B, C.—Mr. 
Justice McLaren, of Ontario, Also Guest at the Club Luncheou 


A stirring appeal was made by the 
Rev, John MeDougall who, for over 
fifty years, has been a pioneer, mis- 
sionary, maker of Weaties with the In- 
dians, and explorer in Western Can- 
ada, on behalf of the Indians of 
British Columbla, at the Canadian 
club luncheon in the Hudsonia at noon 
yesterday. Mr. McDougall drew trom 
his experiences in Western Canada 
for illustrations during the course of 
his address, which made a striking 
appeal to the thinty or forty mem- 
bers who were fortumate enough to 
attend the luncheon. 

The Indians of British 
are comparatively civilized They 
possess a dignity which is often for- 
gotten by the white man, and they 
are dissatisfied with the conditions 
under which they are compelled to 
live in British Columbia, according to 


Columbia 


Mr. McDougall. Every place else in 
Western Oanada the Indians made 
thelr treaties with the Dominion or 
Imperial government. In British 
Columbla they have to deal with the 
local @overnieent, and are loteneely 
inset lefied, They are loyal te the 


empire and to the Dominion, but they 
have been asking for years for priv- 
ileges which the provincial legisiature 
refuses to give them. 

Mr. McDougall suggested that the 
Indians should be enfranchised given 
thelr jJand not in reserves but | indi- 
vidudlly and placed on an equal" foot- 
ing of civilization with the white man, 
He was sent to the luncheon of the 
Edmonton Canadian Club by the 
“Friends of the Indians” society of 
British Colwnbia and was permitted 
io speak through ihe courtesy of the 
club, 

Beginning his address he drew a4 
number of contrasts between condl- 
tions in Bdmonton in 1862 and the 
present day. As early as 1879 he 
wrote a letter to the Toronto Glove 
in protest againat an article that ap- 
peared therein, and at that time he 
prophesied that Edmonton would be- 
come @ great inetropolis,

He went into the technica) side of 
the questicn at considerable length, 
describing the plant, its possibilities 
and capabilities, ) It had a head of 
600 fect, he said, and he mentioned 
other-electric plants which had the 
same ‘or’ greater heads; A reservoir 
would ve built on the top of the moun- 
tain, from which in case water in the 
river became low (which there was 
scarcely any possibility of its doing), 
power could be supplied at the rate 
of 250,000,000 k.w.h. per year for 
120 days, 

He was asked if it was better than 
the Athabasca river scheme, and he 
stated that although he was not as 
familiar with the Athabasca as with 
the Moose River, that the former was 
low in winter, and that it would be 
very difficult and expensive to build a 
reservoir. The present consumption 


of the city was 22,000,000 kiw.h. per 
year, and at the rate of increase, 
would be» about 50,000,000 in 1917, 


when the plant would be completed. 
He did not think the danger to the 
transmission line through the moun- 
tains of being broken or injured in 
such a way as to interrupt the service 
was very great, and in any case, then 
a relay station could be maintained. 
Might be Good Proposition 

When it came before the council 
for settlement, Ald, Bast outlined the 
question as being one of economy, The 
present power was costing 1% cents
